Moorish Slave (»his. 

A correiipondent ol the London Slandard 
savs: 

by the ^Mohammedan law no nian is per- 
mitted to have more than four wives ; but 
there is no limit but that oi the purse to 
the number of female slaves who may i»e 
added to his establishment. The sultan's 
ladies are numbered by the htjndreds, if 
they do not, indeed, reach the four figures; 
and in proportion to his position and 
wealth tlie well-to-do-Moor in likeinapner 
has a lai ge or small harem establish m^int. 
The sultan has the privilege of conferring 
the honor of entering his harem upon 
whom'li« Hdll/ftQd any girls in thepprin- 



c<^s who are more tlinn ordinarily pretty 
are sent up to the court for his inspection 
or sent to him as a complimentary present. 
Men in high position, as the vizier, are 
also often presented with the ladies, and, 
being frequently very wealthy, complete 
their estaolishment by private contract, 
paving perhaps £200 for a girl they may 
admire. 

.Xbe ordinaziljt well- to do Moor ol whom 

there are a large ntimV)er of the merchant 
class, have to content themselves by buy- 
ing in the open market, and, conseciuent- 
ly, the slave market isa hiudily patronized 
institution. The court in which this is 
usually heM, on three days in every week 
'•pens'ont of a labyrinth of small, narrow 
streets, which form the bazaar or general 
market of the city, a place in lahich the 
higher class of Moor would not on other 
"ccasions <leign to be seen. As the after- 
noon wearson, however, they may be seen 
ambling down on their gavly caparisoned 
nkules, with a slave walking beind them, 
to the entrance of the court, where they 
dismount and recline in picturesque groups 
around the inclosnre. About the same 
time arrive twos and threes those who are 
to be sold, being place<l by the salesmen 
in some small recesses or stiilis opening on 
to the court. 

There are about fifty or sixty persons 
for sale of both sexes and all ages, most of 
them as black as jet, and from their fea- 
tures evidently natives of the Soudan 
some of whom were to be sold onlv in 
lots, with two or three children. These 
were the drudges for house and lieid work, 
the price of whom is always moderate and 
strictly commensurate to the amount of 
work tliev are likely to be able to perform. 

But besides these were two female fig- 
ures, wfio evidently excited no small 
amount of interest in the gray-bearded old 
Moors, who formed no small ])roportion 
of the purchasers. One of tluMu was a close- 
ly veiled Moorish girl, whose feattn es were 
revealed only to inquiring customers, l)ut 
who from a passing glanct* <lid not appear 
to be remarkable for her beauty. The 
other was a really pretty girl from the 
province of Sus, whose rose-colored caftan 
and green silk head-dress contra.sted pleas- 
antly with her olive complexion and long, 
blaclc lashea. They were all neatly and 
tidily dressed, 'jearing m* siim of ill-treat- 
ment or Bcant nourishment, and were 
treated with all consideration, both by 
salesmen, and purcliasers, thouijh the ex- 
amination made by tiie latter of the teeth, 
arms, etc., of those they bid for was verv 
reptilsive to those unaccustomed to such 
sights. 

The BonqiiftUVKaa Poisoned. > 

C'orrespondenee Olneninati Enquirer. 

An analysis has been inade "1 tiu* pow- 
dered substance in the bouijuet of fl.nvers 
sent by Mrs. .Scoville to (Tuiteau on the 
night prece<ling the execution. This bou- 
quet was allowed in (luiteau's cell, where 
it remainetl some time, until removed by 
one of the Deputy Wardens. The analj'sis 
was mailo liy oiu' of tie' attaches of the 
Army Medical Museum, and it was dis- 
closed that there were plain traces of ar- 
senic in the roses — a snUicient quantity to 
have killed several men, had tliey taken 
it. The results of the experiment will be 
carefully kept for future reference. During 
the brief interview at the jail ])etween 
Mrs. .'^coville and CJuiteau, a short time 
after the flowers were sent in, ^Irs. Soo* 
ville called the prisoner's attention to the 
beautiful center rose, and it was noticed 
that Guiteau frequently referred to its 
beauty. Whether it was un.lerstood l)e- 
tween them or not is not known. Inde- 
pendent of the poisoned rosebtnls, the 
startling discovery has been made that a 
piece of vine re.sembling ivv somewhat 
was found in the bouquet, and that it is as 
deadly poisonous as arsenic. To verify 
this the vine has been sent lu a reliable 

botanist for investigation and report.

But few shells were thrown from the

ed. No such night was ever passed with* 
in the memory of living men, perhaps. 
Murder in every form was dealtoutto the 
unfortunate Europeans and Cliristians 
within the city walls. One humlred per- 
sons were massacred at the Ottman Bank 
and its adjoining buildings alone. In the 
raeanwbilH Arab! Pasha and his forces 
have intrenched themselves beyond the 
city. At midnight the fires were raging, 
uncontrolled. A report is current in Paris 
that Arabi's plan of action, as developed 
at Alexarnlaia, was the result of a confer- 
ence with his officers, determined upon 
before the arrival of the British. It is 
said that he expects to join his forces with 
those of the False Prophet at Cairo.

Alexandria Still Swept by Flames, and 
Doomed to Destruction— .Murdered and 
Mutilated Chrl!>tiaiii» Fouud Every- 
where— Horrible Atroeltie». 

Ale.v ANURIA, July 14—11 A. M.— The 
fires in all parts of Alexandria are burning 
at this lioiir with iiiereasing fury and 
spreading rapidly. The city ut tliis hour 
appears to be beyond all doubt doomed to 
utter destruction. Nothiti;^ can possibly 
save it. The tiames have had their own 
way now for upwards of seventy liours. 
The burning city is like a red hot furnace. 
The third part of the town is burned over 
almost its entire extent. 

11:15 A. M.— A corps of sailors detailed to 
clear a way through the main streets lead- 
ing to the principal wiiarves report the 
finding of the bodies of Christians and 
Europeans lying everywhere. Most of 
them are shockingly mutilated, and nearly 
all are either charred or scorched. The 
The sailors say the masacre must htve 
been terrible beyond imagination. 

A despatch to the News from Alexan- 
dria lays: The number of persons masa- 
cred by the mob is estimated at 2,000. 

Admiral Seymour telegraphs: "I have 
occupied Ras-el-Tin Palace with the Mfi« 
rines and spiked the guns in six batteries 
oppo8it»).

Meats and vegetables of all 
kintls are held in quantity by speculators, 
and while they are making money the 
masses must suffer. " J^ooner or later," 
said the ^-ontleman, *'somethii;,c will have 
to be done in this country to keep the 
hands of speculators off of the necessities 
ollife."
